WASHINGTON, April 28.—The Joint 


CouiujHtee on Reconstruction, after some 
four hoots' session on Saturday, at which 
all the members of the committee were pre- 
sent, agreed to report on Monday, April 
SO, the following proportions: 
AJbitttSetolulionpiopostny 
an Amend- 


ment to the Constitution of the United 
Statet : 
Be it Resolved l-y the Senate and House 


of Representatives of the United States of 
America in. Congress assembled (two thirds 
of both Houses concarring), That the fol- 
lowing article be proposed to the Legisla- 
tures of The several States as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
which, when ratified by three fourths of 
c&id Legislatures, shall be valid its part of 
the Constitution—namely : 


Section 1. No State shall make or enforce 


any law which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens ot the United 
States; oor shall any State deprive any 
person of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process oi kw ; nor deny to any person 
withinjts jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws. 


Section 2. Uepresentatioa shall be ap- 


portioned among tbe several States which 
may,be included within this Union, accord- 
ing to their respective numbers, counting 
the whole nnmbarof persons in each State, 
excluding Indians not taxed. Bat whenever 
in any State the elective franchise shall be 
denied to any portion of its male citizens
